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FOREIGN  SEWS  OH  CITRUS  FRUIT 


HURRICAHE  DAMAGE  TO  ISLE  0?  x  TIGS  GR?yBF?JJIT  GROVES 


Estimates  of  local  growers  place  the  number  of  citrus  fruit 
trees  on  the  Isie  of  i  ines  uprooted  by  the  storm  of  October  19-20, 
1926,  at  one  quarter  of  the  whole,  according  to  Vice  Consul  Sheridan 
Talbctt  at  ilueva  Gerona.     It  is  the  consensus  of  opinion  that  the 
trees  standing  have  been  damaged  to  an  extent  where  the  crop  of  the 
1927-28  season  will  not  be  more  than  fifty  per  cent  of  the  283,000 
crates  of  the  present  cron  year.     Other  than  10,000  crates  in  packing 
houses  "hich  have  "been  shipped  since  the  storm  all  fruit  on  the  Island 
at  the  tire  of  the  hurricane  has  been  lost  and  there  will  be  no 
further  shipments  until  August  or  September  of  1927. 

Approximately  275,000  crates  had  been  forwarded  to  the  United 
States  and  England  before  the  storm,  which  was  55,000  crates  more 
than  the  entire  amount  shipued  during  the  1925-26  cron  year.  Efforts 
are  being  made  to  replant  many  of  the  uprooted  trees,  which,  should 
they  prove  successful,  may  serve  to  materially  reduce  the  damage  to 
the  Island's  groves. 
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
